Burgess Out On Bond 


Awaiting Arraignment 


Walter Burgess, an Alabama 
State Trooper arrested in November 
1983, for murder in connection with 
the shooting death of his 34-year old 
girlfriend; was freed on $50,000 
bond last week from the Houston 
County Jail, in Dothan. 

According to Houston County 
officials, Burgess left the jail at 7:00 
.p-m. on Wednesday, January 25, 
after his parents signed the bond. 

Burgess is scheduled for 
arraignment on Friday, February 3, 
at 9:00 a.m., at the Enterprise 
courthouse. A formal reading of the 
murder indictment will take place at 
the arraignment and Burgess will be 
asked to enter a plea. If an innocent 
plea in entered, the state will begin 
building its case, while a guilty plea 
will leave only formal sentencing. 

Burgess, a State Trooper serving 
Coffee County, was arrested on 
November 30, 1983, shortly after he 
allegedly shot Diana Lewis to death 
at the Humana Hospital.

Severe Damage To 


State Nurseries 


Recent freezing temperatures 
have caused serious damage to the 
Alabama Forestry Commission's 
tree nurseries. Officials estimate 
that approximately 12,639,000 
seedlings have been destroyed in the 
following species: 9,075,000 loblolly 
pine, 1,415,000 longleaf pine, and 
2,149,000 slash pine. 

As a result, the agency will be 
unable to fill all of the orders from 
many Alabama landowners who have

1983 Was A Busy

A Dothan circuit judge has ruled that a store licensee is not responsible for 
the seiling of alcoholic beverages to a person under the age of nineteen if it 
was done by anemployee. We doubt this ruling will hold up in higher court, 
but if it does, it could lead to a requirement that all persons selling beer and 
whiskey have an individual license. Already we read of an arrest of a clerk in 
a licensed whiskey store being charged with seiling without a license. We see 
the real problem here is that someone (or -ones) is attempting to read into the 
law things that were not intended by lawmakers; or maybe we should say not 
enforcing the intent of the law. The lawyer that raised the issue has earned 
his or her money, but we doubt this lawyer has served humanity as it needs 
serving. 


While we are turning folks loose in Dothan on the selling of alcoholic 
beverages to minors, a lawsuit in Anniston is seeking millions from TV 
crewmen because they DIDN’T stop a man from setting himself afire in 
March of 1983! It was the case of the TV crew being highly criticized for 
filming the matter instead of trying to prevent it; while they said the police 
had been notified and they thought would be breaking it up. The news 
reports indicated the man called the TV station four times trying to get them 
to be on hand for his show. They did show up after the fourth call, filmed the 
event, and now are being sued. We think the filming was in bad taste, even 
though they didn’t show it on the local station; but we would never allow a 
single penny of damages to the man who burned himself. . . in fact we feel he 
or his lawyer should even pay the cost of the court room, officials and jurors 


Bill Ruston heads the Alabama Department of Economic and Community 
Affairs, which means he holds the purse strings on many millions of federal 
and state block grant funds. If you have any doubt of the tremendous power 
that goes with that office, just watch the members of the Alabama legislature 
as they fall all over themselves trying to be nice to Ruston and be sure he 
knows they are doing it. Otherwise they fear the man will overlook their 
district the next time he is awarding grants that are given solely on the merits 
of the project(?) We have no quarrel with Ruston, nor the way he is doing the 
job, but we are a bit disgusted at grown men making such silly fools of them- 
selves as our state legislators are doing to gain the favor of the man with the 
purse strings. 


We have some positive words on the fishing front this week. An expert 
fisherman we happen to know stopped us Sunday to display evidence that the 
big ones are biting in spite of the cold water: He showed a bragging size bass 
and a large bream, both caught on jigs in deep water (different size jigs): Our 
fisherman friend admits the bass wasn’t the biggest he has caught, but he 
claimed the bream was the largest he had ever seen! Well, don’t get too 
excited about that big bream, even though it was caught in Coffee County, 
‘cause he wasn’t THAT big . . . just big and pretty. However, the fish are 
biting and will do so harder and faster in the. next few weeks as the water 
gradually warms up. 


President Reagan has made it official . . . he will be running for re-election. 
We had made up our mind long ago that he was the only viable candidate on 
the scene and had hoped he would be a candidate. The Democratic party still 
doesn't have a strong candidate who can win . . . in fact the national party 
doesn't seem to have any strong direction in which it wants to go. The 
untimely deaths of President Kennedy and then the death of his brother 
Robert, also at the hand of a gunman, left the party without a leader the 
public could or would stick behind for long. We don't know how long it will 
take for this void to be filled, but in the meantime life must go on, and we 
choose to go with Reagan. 


The fifteen-million-dollar high tech research funding proposal for Alabama 
universities sounds good to us. However, the scramble is already on from 
others who ‘me too’ the request for research funds. We are not 
condemning the dozens of schools not getting the grants, but it just doesn’t 
make sense to divide up the money into a lot of little piles, good for nothing 
but making all the schools happy - and hang the original intent of the funding 

. and that is to create new jobs for Alabama citizens. We hope the 
legislative committee sticks with the original plan of funding research work at 
the five original schools. 


We have finally gotten several days of sunshine after what seemed like weeks 
of rain, rain and more rain. The cold that arrived Monday night isn’t really 
cold, and we are just happy with the sunshine. 


The Coffee County Commission is still wrestling with the problem of getting 
the garbage picked up in rural areas of the county, and there is no end in 
sight for the problem. They have showed they are very reluctant to impose a 
mandatory garbage fee on all residents as is done in the towns, but this is 
probably the only way the program will work. We understand the how! they 
will hear from farm people who still look with a suspicious eye on any person 
trying to force ‘‘town ideas and/or rules’’ on them and their way of life. 
However, with the county getting more and more thickly populated, it is 
getting to the point of ‘‘your garbage is polluting my life’’ and this presents a 
problem. We don't expect any strong action from the commissioners with an 
election so near, but we hope they (or their replacements) will be prepared to 
come to grips with the problem soon after the election.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ELBA,

Any person who desires to file a complaint alleging 
violation of this policy should file such complaint, in writing, with the 
person designated in Section 3 of this resolution. The complaint shall 
be presented to the City Council at its next regular meeting for 
consideration. The person filing the complaint shall be given the 
opportunity to explain his position to the Council.

significant numbers of persons can 
claim to be Christians while freely 
admitting, that Christianity is not 
very important to them and that they 
make virtually no effort to iollow 
Jesus? 

A Gallup poll of 1,059 Americans, 
conducted a few months ago for 
Robert H. Schuller Ministries, 
revealed that less than half of the 
general population (42 percent) 
agreed with the siatement, ‘‘Jesus 
was divine in the sense that He was 
in fact living among men.”’ 
in fact God living among men." 

Six percent think that Jesus was a 
great man and teacher, but not 
divine; Two percent are not sure 
such a person ever really lived, 
Thirty-six percent feel that although 
Jesus was actually human, He was 
“divine” in the sense either that He 
embodied the best that is in all men 
or that God used Him as no other 
person has ever been used to reveal 
God’s purposes to the world. 
Fourteen percent have no opinion at 
all about Jesus’ divinity. 

Yet here is the most significant 
finding of the poll, in my opinion: 
one half of those who do not believe 
that Jesus is truly divine still 
consider themselves to be 
Christians. Even of those who say 
Christianity is ‘‘not very important” 
in their lives, 45 percent claim to be 
Christians, and so do 51 percent of 
those who admit they make “‘little or 
no effort to follow Jesus’ example." 

I cut the following out of ‘‘The 
Prairie Overcomer’’, a Christian 
Periodical: ‘‘There are 29 things 
which affect the society of the United 
States, and the ‘CHURCH’ is 
number 26. Fifty million ‘‘born 
again’’ people in these United 
States, they say. If so, something is 
drastically wrong. It was said of the 
early church that, ‘these are they 
who have turned the world upside 
down” (Acts 17:6). 

Calling oneself a Christian is not 
difficult. Being a Christian is another 
matter. Being a Christian means 
changes, differences, and 
distinctiveness.

You see, a professing Christian 
may be the only God, some lost 
sinner will ever see.

To Write News Stories

Do you know how to write a news 
story? The Rebel news staff is not 
the only ones who may know. In an 
English class, the students were 
assigned to write a paragraph and 
“How to Write a News Story’’ 
happened to be one of the topics they 
could choose. 

You know that in order to begin a

news story, you have to have all the 
facts. You obtain the facts from a 
source of information. Study these 
facts carefully and make sure you 
understand them fully. Arrange 
them in order of their news value. 


The next and most critical step 
you will take when writing a news 
story is writing the lead. The lead is 
the heart of the news story. It will 
determine if your reader will read 
the rest of the story. It must be an 
eye-catcher. 


Another step to take after you 
have written the lead is to plan and 
write the body of your story. Plan 
how you are going to present the 
facts in your story. The facts can be 
arranged in order of their happen- 
ings or in order of their news value. 
Either way is correct. 


Use good newspaper paragraphs. 
Start with significant words. 
Remember to always keep your 
paragraphs short. Thirty to forty 
words is a good length for para- 
graphs. 

You can use direct quotes. Direct 
quotes make your story lively and 
interesting. If you use direct quotes, 
always name the person whom you 
are quoting. 

Name your authority. By naming 
your authority you are saying 
‘*thanks’’ to the person you obtained 
information from, and may improve 
your chances of getting more in- 
formation from that person later. 

When you have finished stating 
the facts, stop writing. Never add a 
conclusion, moral, or advertising 
plug at the end of the news story as it 
takes away from the story. 

Always remember to make the 
story short and interesting. Sort out 
all your facts before you start 
writing.

All entries must be typed on 8% by 11"’ white paper and double spaced. 
Entries must have been written in the 1983-84 academic year and they must 
be student's own work. An original and five copies have to be entered. The 
original should have a cover page containing the name, grade, category, 
school and school system, region, English teacher’s name, and student’s 
home address. The title should appear on the fist page of each copy with no 
other indentifying marks. 

The school deadline is January 27, 1984, the regional directors by 
February 17, 1984 and the state finals are March 16, 1984.

A first, second, and third place prize will be awarded in each category in 
each division.

For first 
place in the senior division, a $500 scholarship to the University of Alabama

TIMBER PRICES 

Southern pine sawtimber in our 
area in December sold for an average 
of $188 per 1000 board feet. This is 
on the Scribner Scale. The reported 
high was $215 per 1000 and the low 
was $160. 

Mixed hardwood sawtimber sold 
for a high of $80 per 1000 board feet 
with an average of $68 and a low of 
$55. Overall average price for pine 
pulpwood was $20 per cord. Highest 
price reported was $25 and the low 
was $16. 

For soft hardwood pulpwood the 
average was $7 a cord, and the 
highest price was $8, lowest 56. 

Prices received by an individual 
grower in Coffee County will vary. 
Factors such as grade and the size of 
timber, logging conditions, length of 
hauling, volume per acre, total 
yolume and competition and demand 
influence the prices received. 


FIELD CROPS DAY

HORTICULTURE

ASPARAGUS 

Asparagus is a crop that is not 
grown too much in our area. It can be 
grown with a little special care. 

Your soil should be well-limed 
with a pH of 6.0 to 6.7. It requires 
a high level of fertility. Apply about 
10 pounds of 8-8-8 per 100 feet of row 
with half of this being applied at 
planting and the other half in June. 

You can get asparagus crowns at 
garden centers or from your 
reputable seed catalogs. The crowns 
should be planted by March | and 
spaced 18 to 20 inches apart. It is 
generally recommended that no 
harvest be made until the trans- 
planted crowns have one season’s 
growth. Then follow a schedule of 
harvesting. Beginning the second 
season, cut spears for two weeks. 
The third season cut spears for four 
weeks, and beginning the fourth 
season and each year thereafter 
harvest eight weeks. 

A planting should produce for 12 
to 15 years. A full harvest season 
usually begins in late March and 
ends in May or early June. 


IRISH POTATOES 

Now is the time to get your Irish 
potatotes in the ground, | realize 
that we are going to have to wait 
until our garden places dry out a 
little, but as soon as you can get in 
the garden, I would be planting my 
Irish potatoes. 

Irish potatoes require a lot of 
fertilizer. The general recommenda- 
tion is 120 pounds nitrogen and 200 
pounds of phosphorus and potash 
each. This would be equivalent to 
600 pounds of 8-24-24 per acre at 
planting and sidedress with 500 
pounds of 13-13-13 per acre at first 
cultivation. For home gardens, you 
would need to apply about one gallon 
of fertilizer per 100 feet of row. Be 
sure not to put this fertilizer right 
next to your seed potatotes or it will 
cause them to rot. Place the 
fertilizer to the right of the potatoes. 


PECANS 

Go ahead and buy your pecan 
fertilizer so that you will have it 
ready to apply the first week or so in 
February. 

If you have bearir pecan 
trees, you will probably need to buy 
a fertilizer with zinc in it. Apply 
three pounds of fertilizer per year of 
age per tree up to 50 pounds pet 
tree. For example, a 10-year-old tree 
would need 30 pounds.

On Remodeling Of School 


Bids To Be Opened Feb.14 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday evening in a meeting post- 
poned from the previous Thursday. 
All. members were present, but 
business was light. 

The meeting opened with the 
approving of the minutes of the 
previous meeting and approving 
payment of monthly bills and 
salaries. 

Superintendent John Osburn told 
board members that bids on the 
half-million dollar remodeling 
project at the high school would be 
opened next Tuesday in the offices of 
the architect in Dothan. He urged all 
board members who could to attend 
this official bid opening. After the 
bids have been opened and read 


aloud, they will be studied by school 
officials, and a special meeting will 
be held Thursday, February 16, to 
accept a low bidder for the 
renovation 

Osburn said there were at least 
eight bidders who had received plans 
and were expected to bid. He noted 
this should give the school system a 
very competitive situation and a 
good, qualified contractor. 

The option of remodeling the 
auditorium will be determined by the 
cost of the project. It is expected by 
many observers that the cost of the 
project will postpone the auditorium 
work until another time, but school 
officials are prepared to make a 
decision on type chairs, etc., after 


Dickinson To Sponsor Conference 


Congressman Bill Dickinson of 
Alabama announced recently that he 
will sponsor a Federal Procurement 
Conference at Troy State University 
in Troy, Alabama on Wednesday, 
February 15, 1984.

The purpose of the conference is 
to make economic benefits of federal 
contracts more available to smail 
business in Alabama and to help the 
federal government locate new and 
edid*fional sources of supply. Special 
Seminars on ‘‘How to Prepare Bids”’ 
and ‘‘Export Opportunities’ will be 
conducted by officials from the 
Department of Commerce and the 
Department of Defense. The guest 
speaker for the luncheon will be Dr. 
Wayne Curtis, dean of Troy State 


University’s Sorrell School of 
Business and Commerce. 

‘This one-day conference will be 
held in the Adams University 
Center, Troy State University, Troy, 
Alabama from 8:00 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
I believe it will be especially helpful 
to small and large business concerns 
interested in a variety of contract 
opportunities with the federal 
government and its prime 
contractors,’’ Dickinson said. 

Participants include 19 federal 
agencies and 11 invited civilian 
prime contractors. They represent 
possible business opportunities in a 
wide variety of areas from parts 
manufacture and construction to 
housekeeping supplies and service. 
A few of the federal agencies whose 
representatives will attend are the 
Army, Navy, Air Force, Defense 
Logistics Agency, Department of 
Transportation, Department of 
Agriculture, Small Business 
Administration, General Services 
Administration and National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion, 
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looking at several samples brought 
to the meeting for this purpose. 
Adding 600 new seats will cost an 
estimated $36,000, plus any work 
done on refinishing the floors 

Osburn briefly addressed the 
“Plans for Excellence’’ as 
announced by State Superintendent 
Wayne Teague. He agreed with 
board members that there were 
some hard-to-understand areas in 
the plan, but promised to get an 
answer for any of them if desired. He 
said he would be addressing the Elba 
PTO in April on this subject. 

Board members also heard a 
report on an in-house committee 
studying grading, promotions and 
retention standards. There are five 
school employees (one principal and 
four teachers) on the committee and 
they will make recommendations to 
the board at a later date. 

The cost of removing the small 
amount of asbestos from the school 
water heaters and boilers will cost 
more than anticipated. A job of 
removing 447 square feet of the 
matter will cost over $20,000, board 
members were told. Regulations 
require that a certified engineer be 
hired to map plans for removal, 
advertise for bids and oversee the 
removal.

The drill will be 
conducted in cooperation with the 
Alabama Department of Education, 
amateur radio, the news media, and 
state and local officials. 

Plans for the day include: 

1. Sometime during the day, a 
practice ‘‘tornado watch’’ will be, 
issued by the National Weather 
Service office in Birmingham and 
will be relayed over all normal 
communications channels. It will be 
different from an actual watch in that 
(a) in this drill the ‘‘watch’’ will be in 
effect for the entire state, and (b) it 
will be emphasized as a drill only. 

2. Sometime during the watch 
period, a ‘‘tornado warning”’ (clearly 
labeled as a drill) will be issued by 
the National Weather Service 
Forecast office in Birmingham for 
the entire state. (For an actual 
warning, each local National 
Weather Service office would issue 
the tornado warning for specific 
counties within each office’s area of 
responsibility). All warning systems 
will be asked to activate. The 
National Weather Service will 
activate the NOAA Weather Radio 
alarms. Sirens will be sounded in 
those areas where approved by Civil 
Defense/Emergency Mangement. 
Cooperating radio and TV stations 
will interrupt local programming to 
broadcast the warning. The 
‘twarning’’ will be in effect for 20 
minutes from its issuance time. 

Primary purpose of the drill will 
be to give everyone a chance to 
discover if they (1) can hear a 
warning in time, and (2) know what 
to do when a warning is issued or a 
tornado is sighted. It will also 
provide a test for the various 
warning systems. 

To add as much realism as 
possible, the exact time of the 
warning will not be released in 
advance, While the drill may come 
at an inconvenient time for some 
groups, everyone is still urged to 
participate. Obviously, it cannot be 
known in advance when the real 
thing will hit, and the drill needs to 
be treated the same way for any 
reasonable test of preparedness. 

To participate in the drill, first 
note the time you first heard the 


‘‘warning’’, and second, take the 
same action you would if a real 
warning were issued. This should 
only require a few minutes, but if 
actual safety actions cannot be 
taken, you are requested to think 
about what you would do if the 
warning were real. In other words, 
do you have a preparedness plan that 
will work? 

For evaluation, participants are 
requested to respond on their ability 
to hear the ‘‘warning’’ quickly, and 
whether or not safety actions could 
be taken. Any questions or 
comments on the drill may be 
directed to your local Emergency 
Management Agency/Civil Defense 
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or to the nearest National Weather 
Service office.
